A severe arraignment because of loss 
of. spirituality tn the Methodist Episco- 
pal church and a call to repentance, 
signed by seven bishops of the church 
in behalf of all the bishops, was sent 
out yesterday to the 6,000,000 members 
of the denomination in all parts of 
the world, by the world service com- 
mission, with headquarters at 740 Rush 
street. 

“Property, pleasure, position and 
power have the pre@éminence in the 
lives of the majority of our Methodist 
people,” the appeal says. “Sin has 
been largely banished from our vocab- 
ulary because it has been exiled from 
our experience. | 
“ Preoceupation with secondary 
things has made ft spiritually tmpos- 
sible for our people to seek first the 
kingdom of God and his righteousness. 
Our organized activities have outrun 
our spiritual experience. 

“Maultitudes of Methodists have 
ceased to believe in the efficacy of in- 


tercessory prayer. We are endeavor- 
ing to usher in the reign of God
